Cachets Given At 
Postal Exhibits 


Special cachets have been pre- 
pared for use by the Canadian 
Post Office Department on all 
mail posted at the Postal Exhibits 
at the Pacific National Exposi- 
tion, Vancouver, B.C. from August 
22 to September 3, and the Ross- 
land Fall Fair, Rossland, B.C. 
September 7 and 8 
Collectors must send their pre- 
pared covers in an outer wrapper, 
fully franked with Canadian post- 
age stamps to the care of the 
Postmasters at the respective post 
offices so that they arrive be- 
fore the periods listed above. 
Patrons resident outside of Ca- 
nada not possessing Canadian 
postage stamps should forward 
a money order or bank draft for 
the exact amount in Canadian 
funds, made payable to the Re- 
ceiver General of Canada and ad- 
dressed to the postmasters at the 
above named post offices. Cash, 
personal checks or United States 
stamps will not be accepted. 
Envelopes are to have the 
names and addresses well to the

The “Peace, Justice, Security” 
stamp designed by the Nethert- 
lands artist J. F. Doeve will have 
a steel blue color for the 2c and 
carmine for the $1. 

The four stamps above are to 
be printed by the firm of Johan 
Enschede and Sons of Haarlem, 
The Netherlands. 

The designs shown above are 
working drawings prepared by 
the manufacturer of the stamps 
for the engravers. The issued 
stamps may vary slightly in 
some respects with them,

As the issue was strictly limited this time, the stamps became 
a speculator’s item almost at once. Incidentally, it is the only U.S.

We waited just six months to let New York have fun with its 3c 

Jubilee stamps, and then OOPS! we went again to 6c. The design 
is the same as the previous small 5c red stamp. 


COMMEM—6c—-RED—MAY 11, 1949—ALEX. VA.—(No total) 


We formerly honored dead men and brave deeds and our coun- 
try on postage stamps; next we began commemorating our States and 
Territories, and now we are getting down to individual cities. New 
York had its stamp in 1948, so Alexandria must have an airmail 
stamp too—or else. Ah, politics..... ‘ 

The central design of the stamp shows the Alexandria seal, 
packed by a pair of wings—airmail or angel?

AUSTRALIA. On August 15, 
1950, Australia released their 8% 
pence Aborigine stamp.

Hawaiian Missionaries 


Few collectors have ever seen one and that is because but few 
of them are in existence. Likewise few collectors of today ever 
heard of the so called Grinnell Missionaries or of the trial that 
was held in San Francisco over 30 years ago over the question of 
authenticity of a number of these stamps. At that time the judg- 
ment was in favor of the parties who asserted that the Grinnell 
stamps were counterfeits. The case is a famous one as stamp 
cases go and it was my good fortune when in Hawaii to see a 
number of these stamps and after returning to Los Angeles I saw 
many more of them and there is still a lot that I have not yet seen. 

These stamps intrigued me solely because they are unlike most 
all other stamps. We all know that from the start of stamps that 
most stamps were engraved. These Missionaries were from type 
set forms, printed on a big handpress in a most crude manner and 
are thus beyond the understanding of those men who have given 
their life study to stamps of the engraved kind. The Missionaries 
are strictly a printers job and should be looked at as such. My 
Own examination of them was done from the angle that any old 
time printer would use in looking at the stamps. I feel that any 
first class printer of the old school who has a _ thorough stamp 
knowledge would see them as I see them and that there are things 
about these stamps that the ordinary stamp man trained by looking 
at and considering engraved stamps would overlook. 

I am going to be frank in saying that I am going to give these 
stamps a most thorough study in the belief that they may be as 
genuine and as real as any of the known recognized copies, 

I realize that in making this statement that I will be called a 
fool by many who have never seen what I can see in these 
stamps. In doing what I am about to do I am going to ask for 
assistance from any and every angle. I shall greatly appreciate any 
information either favoring or more particularly condemning these 
stamps for I believe that I can prove to any fair minded person 
that most any derogatory statement anyone has to make about the 
stamps is wrong. 

Come then and help me for I am judging and examining these 
stamps from an angle which they have never before been judged 
and when I have my facts accumulated I hope to lay them down 
before a group of reputable stamp men and ask their decision. 
The stamp world should be glad to help in this effort for these 
stamps have been among the most controversial stamps in the his- 
tory of our hobby and if it is possible to clear up the actual facts 
about these stamps the stamp world should be thankful. I shall 
not yet expound my theories but when I have the material to- 
gether I believe that I can convince many to believe as I believe, 
thus I invite anyone and ev2ryone who has any knowledge or facts 
on Hawaiian Missionaries or on these Grinnell stamps to supply 
me with those facts. I especially want statements condemning the 
stamps if anyone can support such statements with argument and 
facts.

Canada Revises 
Purchase Rules 


As a result of experience over 


‘the past two years in the sale 


to postage stamp collectors of the 
official use postage stamps over- 
printed with the letters “O.H.M. 
S” and “G’, the Post Office De- 
partment of Canada has conclud- 
ed that the requirement that these 
stamps be purchased in full 
sheets, half sheets, ete., in order 
to obtain plate number blocks is 
contrary to good administrative 
practice. To correct this condi- 
tion, the Department has decided 
that collectors may purchase plate 
number blocks of all new issues 
of official use stamps overprinted 
with the letter “G” by paying for 
four stamps only and specifying 
that these items are desired. 
The Department has decided 
that the above mentioned change 
of policy will not apply to those 
stamp issues than have been ov- 
erprinted with the letters ‘O.H. 
M.S.” and “G” in the past and 
have been sold from the Phila- 
telic Section. It is believed that 
the removal of the present re- 
strictions on these issues would 
have the effect of reducing the 
value of those stamps already 
purchased by philatelists and that 


made while stocks of these stamps 
last in the Department’s Phila- 
telic Section. 

Collectors may now order plate 
number blocks of official use 
stamps overprinted with the let- 
ter “G” of the 1949, King George 

Issue, revised design ,printed 
in the new color, olive-green, in 
the 2c denomination, by specifying 
this item in their orders and re- 
mitting sufficient funds for four 
stamps only for each plate block 
desired, . 

As new design or new color 
postage stamps overprinted with 
the letter “G” are available from 
the stocks, additional philatelic 
announcements will be made ad- 
vising collectors that they are 
available under the same condi- 
tions as described above. 

It is emphasized that there is 
no change in policy for the sale 
of those plate number blocks of 
official use stamp issues in circu- 
lation as at the June 30, 1951, or 
of the ordinary use stamps which 
are not overprinted and which 
are in use now or may be put 
into circulation at a later date. 
In these cases, if plate number 
blocks are desired, the following 
minimum quantities of stamps 
must be ordered for each plate 
number: 

100 stamps (full panes) of each 
of the le to 5c, inclusive, small 
size, 

50 stamps (full panes) of each 
of the 4c and 5c commemoratives, 
large size,

It has been found necessary to 
adhere to the policy outlined 
above to ensure that the best pos- 
sible distribution of plate num- 
ber positions is made to postage 
stamp collectors. 

Stamps overprinted for official 
use cannot be guaranteed for cen- 
tering and no exchanges or re- 
funds will be accepted on this 
account, 

All orders for official use stamps 
must be accompanied by a sign- 
ed declaration to the effect that 
they are for collection purposes 
only and will not be used to pre- 
pay postage. 

Orders are to be sent to the 
Philatelic Agency, Post Office 
Department, Ottawa, Canada. 

Foreign Exchange Control Reg- 
ulations require that payment of 
U.S. patrons be in U.S. funds. 
Postal money orders, bank drafts, 
travellers checks, or certified 
checks in U.S, funds: are accept- 
able. A premium of 5% is al- 
lowed on all U.S. funds over $2.

From time to time I have iden- 
tified some of the ships and boats 
which appear on our commemora- 
tive stamps. ually such vehic- 
les are aaepted from the photo- 
graph or picture of one which 
has actually existed at one-time 
or another. 

This time, a reader wants to 
know whether the ship pictured 
on the 10c Pan American issue 
is fact or fancy, and if the form- 
er, please elaborate. 

In this instance the ship is a 
real one, or was, since in 1923 
its career was ended when it was 
sold for scrap to a German firm. 

It is the St. Paul owned and 
operated for a number of years 
by the International Navigation 
Co. Built in the United States, 
and launched in 1895, the I.N. Co. 
began to operate it at once in the 
trans-Atlantic service carrying 
mail and passengers. 

Incidentally, the St. Paul was 
the first ship commandeered by 
the government just prior to the 
Spanish-American War during 
which it saw service as an auxili- 
ary cruiser under the direction 
of the Navy. 





Back in 1931, on January 16 
to be exact, the United States 
honored one of the most gallant 
of the foreign soldiers who came 
to America and assisted in the 
fighting of the Revolution. 

He was Casmir Pulaski (Pulaw- 
ski in Polish) son of Count Jo- 
seph Pulaski and born in Podolia, 
Poland in 1748. As the son of a 
nobleman he was put through the 
usual paces of training for a boy 
of his station, that of military 
leadership and tactics. 

That he took well to this pro- 
fession is evidenced by the fact 
that he was an enthusiastic parti- 
cipant in the uprising against the 
Russians in the struggle for Po- 
lish freedom, He rose to the rank 
of commander in chief of the pa- 
triotic forces. 

Later, according to historians, 
he was accused unjustly of be- 
ing a party to a plot which had 
as its goal the abduction of King 
Stanislas Poniatowski from War- 
saw in 1771. Whether guilty or not 
he nevertheless was deprived of 
his estates and outlawed. 

He fled to Turkey where after 
a short stay he made his way to 
France. There he met Benjamin 
Franklin acting as commissioner 
for the American government who 
induced him to serve the cause of 
freedom. 

Arriving in the United States 
in 1777 at Philadelphia, he en- 
tered service as a volun- 
teer. Because of his gallantry at 
the Battle of Brandywine he was 
made chief of dragoons with the 
rank of brigadier general. 

With Congressional blessings, 
he organized an independent unit 
of cavalry and foot soldiers in 
1778 which came to be known as 
Pulaski’s Legion. With their train- 
ing completed, the Legion was 
ordered to South Carolina where 
he led a sortie against the Bri- 
tish in the city of Charleston 
without success. 

Later that year in charge of 
the French and American cavalry 
he led a daring charge against the 
British, strongly entrenched at 
Savannah, and suffered a mortal 
wound. That was on October 9. 

He was removed to an Ameri- 
can ship where several days later 
he died. His burial was made at 
sea with full military honors.

He is Orville Adelbert Derby 
born in 1851 who later traveled 
to Brazil and subsequently be- 
came a citizen of that nation. One 
of the outstanding geologists and 
-}mineralogists of all time, Derby 
is considered an authority in his 
field. 

Graduation from Cornell with 
a major in Geology was followed 
in the next two years with a 
professorship at the same school 
in his chosen field. 

Brazil’s vast unknown regions 
intrigued Derby after a visit to 
the country a factor which de- 
cided him in accepting member- 
ship on the first Geological and 
Geographical Commission organ- 
ized by Profesor Charles F, Hartt 
in 1875. 

Once in Brazil, Derby remained 
there for the balance of his life, 
serving that nation in various ca- 
pacities. His contributions to his 
adopted country was in two 
forms, actual discovery and writ- 
ings about them. 

Of the latter there was 174 

essays which today are being as- 
sembled by a former pupil, Prof, 
Alfen Diniz Goncalves for repub- 
lication under authority of the 
National Congress. Forty-eight 
dealt with Economical Minera- 
logy and Geology; 43 on Brazil’s 
History, Geography, Physics and 
Cartography; 32 on Geology, and 
others on Palentology, Archaeol- 
ogy and Mineralogy. 
Derby’s services to Brazil can 
be generally grouped in four 
periods. As a geologist he took 
part in the first Geography and 
ead Commission from 1875 to 
As director of the Geology De- 
partment of the National Museum 
from 1879 to 1891 he was respon- 
sible for adding much to the 
knowledge of Brazil’s natural re- 
sources. 


of the nation’s Geography and 
Geological Service, an establish- 
ment of his own origination, and 
which today is known as the “De- 


Mineral.” 
He sexved on a special commis- 


1905 to 1906. 

Derby’s studies were recognized 
by the major scientific institutions 
of the world. The Geographical 
Society of London awarded him 
the “Wollaston Prize,” an honor 
which he prized highly. 

Several months before his death 
on July 23, 1915 Derby became 
a Brazilian citizen as an expres- 
sion of sincere gratitude to the 
nation.

people who had never. rode any 
trains except those from the west, 
for we were disappointed in this 
matter as we feel trains cunning 
east to New York on almost any 
of the lines have a far better 
dining service than anytaing we 
had on western trains. 

We left Chicago on time, ar- 
rived in Denver the next morn- 
ing on schedule and there the 
trouble began. Our train should 
have gone thru the Moffatt Tun- 
nel but a washout near it made 
it necessary that we be routed 
through the Grand Canyon. This 
meant delay and delay it was for 
we reached Frisco about six hours 
late. The trip through the Can- 
yon was interesting if you like to 
look at sheer walls of rock and 
other such sights as are pictured 
in tourist folders. For me, a lit- 
tle of that goes a long way and 
I began to wonder why the Mak- 
er had made so much worthless 
waste land between Denver and 
the coast. When we got to Salt 
Lake and I saw the desert and 
the waste land around there I 
came to the conclusion that Brig- 
ham Young stopped there and 
said “Here it is’ because “Ye just 
felt it was hopeless to try to get 
any farther. 

In all of the traveling to the 
coast and back we never saw a 
laxge herd of cattle and we never 
saw a sizeable piece of land that 
looked like it was fit for graz- 
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ing a herd. Perhaps we just miss- 
ed seeing such, but that is a fact. 
Lots of fine farming country till 
we got to the Rockies and then 
just sightseeing land as written 
up by the tourist agencies. On 
the way to Frisco we als) went 
through the Feather River Canyon 
which is country in which much 
of the early Gold rush of Califor- 
nia figured. Some people love 
scenery and can gaze for hours on 
a peak or pinnacle or a deen can- 
yon in the ground but to me the 
most amazing thing was the work 
of man in building a railroad 
through the places the trains went 
and in the big hydro-electric out- 
fits and other engineering feats 
that dotted the mountains, includ- 
ing the marvelous highways. 

At this rate I can see that this 
story is going to run pretty long, 
in fact it might have to be con- 
tinued over into another issue 
so lets get on to San Francisco 
where we arrived on Tuesday 
evening about six hours late due 
to the detour. We landed in Oak- 
land and took the ferry across 
the bay to Frisco. We passed un- 
der the big Oakland Bay bridge 
and were soon at the dock where 
we were met by a couple now 
living in Frisco but who had pre- 
viously lived in Rochester, N.Y., 
the home of Mrs. Linn.

move. Soon there were rumors 
of trouble at the dock with an- 
other crowd of strikers who had 
a grievance to settle and we felt 
it best to go to bed and wake 
up out in the Pacific the next 
morning. 

One of our first contacts was a 
photographer who told us that 
our home town paper wanted a 
photo for which we posed. We 
learned later that this is a serv- 
ice of the Matson Lines. They 
telegraph back to the small town 
papers all over the country ad- 
vising them of people froia their 
town who are to sail on the Lur- 
line and offer to supply them 
with pictures. Thus we had our 
picture taken for the first time 
and the Matson Lines got their 
publicity, a very good bit of busi- 
ness and incidentally the photo 
was waiting for us when we got 
home, a real souvenir of the trip. 

Saturday morning we awaken- 
ed to find ourselves still tied to 
the dock and we were ready to 
cancel and give up for if we 
could not get to Hawaii in time 
for the show we had no wish to 
go. However about noon word 
passed that the boat weuld sail 
at 4 o’clock so we decided to wait 
and see and sure enough we got 
away, and were we happy. 

I have got a bit ahead of my 
story for it is pretty hard to put 
things in proper sequence when 
one attempts to do so solely fram 
memory and all this story is writ- 
ten from*memory for I was not 
doing the work of a reporter 
while on vacation. Thus when we 
first boarded the boat on Friday 
we were told to see the purser 
for our room and then to rush 
to the dining reservation stand 
and get our table arranged. We 
chose to eat at the second sitting 
as we are late risers and pre- 
ferred it that way for various 
reasons. We were fortunate in 
getting a table with Mr. and Mrs. 
P. Root of Plymouth, Ohio 
and Mr. and Mrs. Guy V. Fisher 
of Altadena, California. The par- 
ty was thus a very enjoyable one. 
Next we went for deck chairs and 
a blanket. This is extra service 
and you pay $1.50 each for the 
chairs and the same for a blanket. 
That makes $6.00 for a couple and 
unless you have traveled by boat 
before and intend laying in the 
deck chairs all day long, just do 
not buy them for we doubt if we 
spent an hour in the chairs on 
the entire trip and thus we saved 
that money on the return. There 
is far too much of interest and 
activity on the boat to vermit 
any active person from laying 
around in a deck chair. 

I imagine most of the women 
who as a rule are good eaters 
must have gained ten or twelve 
pounds on the trip for vou never 
saw such food as was oifered you 
at every meal of the day and be- 
tween meals. I could use a col- 
umn of space in talking about this 
but suffice to say I think we must 
have spent four or five hours a 
day in eating and every menu 
was better than anything you 
find in the top notch hotels and 
you could have all or any part 
of it if you could eat it. The boat 
having got away from San Fran- 


run and thus we got cheated out 
of some of the time and meals we 
would have otherwise had, but 
our mission was Honolulu and 
we did not complain. 
Amusements aboard the boat 
were sufficient to keep anyone 
happy. Horse racing, carried on 
by shaking some dice and mov- 
ing the small wooden horses ahead 
according to numbers’ thrown. 
Bingo in the evenings with pots 
running from $75 to $150 were a 
feature every evening.
